is dead, whether or not his body has 
teen recovered, iwas strengthened to- 
day by messages received by Ameri- 
can mining concerns her from their

Santa Barbara and Guerrero. 


All of these messages agreed that 


the report of Villa's death waa com- 
mon among the peons in Northern, 
Chihuahua and was generally accept- 
ed as true. One very circumstantial 
etory sent to the head ot a mining 
concern operating In the Guerrero 
district by his Mexican superintend- 
ent, was positive that Villa had been 
buried in the neighborhood of San 
Francisco Borja, the hamlet where 
the grave of the ibanfllt has been re- 
ported found.
